The cabinet, its members more 


anxious than they had been since 
the Ethiopian crisis of 1935, met 
for 2% hours to deliberate the em- 
pire's course. The length of the 
meeting indicated the gravity of 
the situation. This was further em- 
phasized then a second meeting 
was set for later in the day. 


Among the subjects considered 


was the instructions to Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden for the 
anti-submarine conference to be 
held at Nyon, Switzerland, on Fd- 
day. 


These instructions, worked out 


in agreement with France, were 
that whether Italy and Germany 
attend the conference 
or 
not, 


whether other nations cooperate 
or not, Great Britain and France 
propose to inaugurate a formal 
plan of naval operations to clear 
the Mediternanean sea lanes of 
the "pirate" submarines. 


With anger mounting here, in 


Paris, In Rome and in Moscow, 
there was danger of a blow up at 
any time. 


Even as the cabinet met the 


news was published here of two 
new incidents, either susceptible of 
trouble.

The most important step toward 
co-ordination of the agencies was 
formation of the National Police 
Academy, to which local officers 
were invited to learn legislative 
methods employed by G-Men. 


Other means to obtain cooper- 


ation have been offers of 36-hour 
fingerprint identification through 
the FBI file of nearly 8,000,000 
prints, scientific investigation into 
the famous crime laboratory and 
interchange of crime statistics and 
information, 


Hoayer has maintained that the 


bureau is willing to co-operate 
with local agencies unless he is

G-Men often have gone Into a 
city on raids or investigation with- 
out informing local police, but in 
those Instances, Hoover said, he 
did not feel there was a basis for 
co-operation.

HIKER'S ARGUMENT 


A 


N interesting defense of hitch-hiking is 


made by a. practising hiker, answering 


a public criticism of his kind. 


"The writer of that letter," he says, "ap- 


parently originates from that class of peo- 
ple who, possessing all the means for the 
enjoyment of life, fail to understand that 
there are others in a less fortunate position, 
who also would like to enjoy the beauties 
of nature. 


"Hitch-hiking- is not only a sport, but 


Jatterly has become a necessary means of 
transportation for many thousands, especi- 
ally young men. 


"The suggestion that hitch-hiking is akin 


to chiseling, weakens the character, etc., 
is unfounded. It is as legitimate a method 
qf travel as that used by the big limousine 
Downer who has purchased his car, likely 
enough, from the good, clean, hard and up- 


^ lifting labor of coupon-clipping." 


The false morals and psychology of this 


' argument are obvious. The big majority of 
^ihotorists are not coupon-clippers, but ordi- 
nary people, independent and self-respect- 
ing, who work hard to get and maintain 


„ the little car. However generous they may 


be, they resent the assumption that others 
liave a natural right to ride in their car at 
their expense. 


To defend hitch-hiking as a legitimate 


"sport" is almost as absurd as to claim the 
right to walk into other people's houses and 
»t down at their tables. To call it "a neces- 
sary means of transportation" may be an 


^ indictment of the social system, but as a 


~ flat claim on the next car coming down the 
road it leaves the average driver wordless. 


Nearly everybody gives an occasional 


"lift", but prefers to pick his passengers. 
Too often a generous motorists finds him- 
self saddled with a passenger who proves 
to be unpleasant, and who clings to him 
for hours. Sometimes the guest-rider throws 
him into a ditch and takes his car. 


SOIL WEALTH 


/YUR Canadian neighbors, whose land is 
^ mostly newer than ours, are now be- 
coming interested in soil conservation. At 
a recent meeting of potato farmers in On- 
tario they were told by Dr. G. I. Christie: 
"We must either get off the farms or some- 
body must face a serious job of rebuilding 
our soil." 


He spoke of soil deficiencies in various 


^sections as caused by "soil miners and soil 
"robbers" and added: 


"The soil is our heritage, and not only 


the most important fundamental of agricul- 
ture, but of the wealth and prosperity of 
the country. There is a limit to the 
gold 


supply, but soil may be preserved and kept 
productive for 1,200 years."

PRESIDENT TO RECALL CONGRESS 


WASHINGTON — It's a 50-50 proposition 


whether the President will call Con- 


gress back in special session in November. 


His personal inclination is to do so. Also, 


some of his close advisers are strongly 
urging this course on the ground that de- 
lay until January might materially in- 
crease the difficulties of putting through 
his unfinished legislative program. 


On the other hand, the congressional 


floor leaders to a man are vigorously op- 
posed to a special session. They have told 
Roosevelt he would gain nothing by recall- 
ing Congress two months early, but would 
risk antogonizing many members who don't 
want to be brought back. 


No decision on the matter is likely until 


late September or early October, after the 
President has had a chance to canvass the 
political situation and sound out the trend 
of public sentiment. One thing is certain: 


If he satisfies himself that popular opin- 


ion is with him, the boys are going to be 
jerked back and put to work whether they 
like it or not. 


SILK-STOCKING COMMUNISTS 


The maddest irony of the mad political 


scramble in New York City is the coalition 
of silk-stocking Republicans with cop-fight- 
ing Communists. Focal point of this weird 
amalgam is Thomas E. Dewey, candidate 
for District Attorney on the ticket headed 
by Mayor Fiorello La Guardia. 


La Guardia has the support of labor be- 


cause of his liberal policies. The Republi- 
can organization backs him because 
it 


wants to win the election, but the GOP 
Old Guard definitely doesn't like him. It 
looks upon the scrappy Mayor with almost 
as much venom as if he were an outright 
New Dealer. 


It is in the hope of winning over this die- 


hard wing that Senator Royal S. Copeland, 
Tammany's New Deal-baiting candidate, is 
running against La Guardia in the Repub- 
lican primary, as well as in the Democratic 
primary against anti-Tammany Democrat 
Jeremiah H. Mahone}^. 


But there is no Republican split in regard 


to Dewey. The party is solidly behind him. 
He will be the sole nominee for District

win the party's nomination for Mayor.

Germ Causes Pink Eye and Treatment Simple

SOONER or later everyone has a 


pink eye or two. It's a joke to the 
friends, but not so funny to ttie 
owner. 


Pink eye is inflammation of the 


external layer of 
the eyeball—the 
c o n j u n ctlva. 
This m u c o u s 
membrane cov- 
ers the eyeball 
and is reflected 
over the inside 
of 'the eyelids. 
The inflamma- 
tion Is caused 
usually by infec- 
tion with some 
sort 
of germ, 


but it may be 
c a u s e d by a 
chemical or by 
sunburn. 
The 


conjunctiva being a mucous mem- 
brane, discharges its outer cells 
when inflammation occurs—a ca- 
tarrh—so that the acute cases are 
called carrhal conjunctivitis. 


In a way everyone should be 


grateful to the existence of con- 
junctivitis, for our present knowl- 
edge of eye diseases comes from it. 
tt is astonishing to think how little 
was known of eye diseases a hun- 
dred years ago. The story told by 
one of the early American oculists 
was that a patient consulted him 
with a cinder in the eye. It had 
been there long enough so that In- 
flammation and ulceration had set 
In. The oculist asked him In aston- 
ishment why he had not consulted 
a physician. 


"I did," replied the patient, men- 


tioning the name of a general prac- 
titioner. "Three visits." 


"What did he do for you?" 
"Gave me three rounds of castor 


oil." 


The first scientific study of eye 


diseases wag begun when the Eng- 
lish soldiers returned 
from the 


iNapoleonic wars with chronic con- 
junctivitis—trachoma—acquired in 
the campaigns in Egypt and Spain. 


None of the English doctors was 
prepared to treat them, so two 
young physicians decided to spe- 
cialize in the eye, and they founded 
the hospital—Moorflelds, in London 
—which today is still one of the 
greatest eye hospitals in the world. 


Due to Germ 


Simple, acute pink eye usually Is 


due to the pneumococcus, a cousin 
of the germ that causes pneumonia, 
and is treated by simple measures 
of cleansing with salt solution or 
boric acid solution, and by antisep- 
tics such as optochln or mercury or 
acroflavine. Silver preparations 
such as argyroll should not be used 
except under a physician's advice, 
and should not be continued for a 
long time, as they produce staining 
of the skin. 


Chronic conjunctivitis or recur- 


rent conjunctivitis may b« due to 
repeated styes or Infection of the 
hair follicles of the eyelid. 
These 


can be reduced or prevented by 
brushing the edge of the eyelid with 
a weak (five per cent) solution of 
alcohol with a camel's hair brush. 


A form of conjunctivitis picked 


up in swimming pools has been de- 
scribed, and yields best to the ap- 
plication of two per cent quinine 
bisulphate ointment. 


Foreign bodies, such as cinders, 


bring on an acute condition of in- 
flammation which is agonizing to 
the victim. Attempts to relieve this 
before calling a doctor are usually 
In order. 


For this a drop of castor oil 


In the eye is advised by Doctor 
Henry S. Cradle (in Health and 
Life Series). 
The oil Is heavy 


enough so that It frequently carries 
the cinder to the corner of the eye, 
where it can easily be removed. 


If this does not work, roll a 


clean piece of surgical cotton on a 
toothpick or match and dip it into 
sterile boric acid solution. Cinclera 
usually lodge In the upper lid, so 
that should be rolled back over the 
toothpick and if the cinder can b« 
seen, deftly picked off on the moist- 
ened cotton.

The name of Bob Feller doesn't 


appear often on the all-star teams 
being harvested by the pickers 
these early fall days. 
Just the 


same, the 18-year-old clod-hopper 
from Iowa is just about the best 
pitcher in the business right now, 
and it wouldn't surprise this cor- 
ner of the press box if he stepped 
out in 1938 and led both leagues. 


He has changed a great deal 


since he bowed in last year by 
striking out all those Cardinals, 
Browns and Athletics. The fuzzy- 
chinned youngster must have pick- 
ed up a lot of pointers during 
those weeks he sat on the bench 
during the Summer, 
suffering 


with a sore arm that seemed for 
a while beyond all healing. He has 
?. canny way of mixing a curve 
with the blinding fast one, 
and 


pulls the string just often enough 
to keep the batters from getting 
set. 


They used to steal bases on him 


hog-wild, and back in the early 
Spring he made a 
practice 
of 


walking five or ten men. He was 
trying too hard and bearing down 
too steadily. Now he knows how 
to rate his power, keeping some of 
it in reserve for that ninth inning. 
He watches the men on base so 
well that in a recent game with 
the White Sox not a man even 
tried to steal on him. In that 
same game, by the way, he walk- 
ed only two hitters.

During 
the 
harrowing 
days 


when he was losing ball games, 
being snatched 
from 
the 
box 


when he went wild, answering a 
million questions about his arm, 
he never lost confidence. 
His 


courage is of a high order — it 
rises 
as 
the 
pinch 
becomes 


tighter. 


I watched him beat the Yan- 


kees in a recent game. His judg- 
ment was unerring 
on almost 


every batter, and when you stop 
to think that the Yankee hitters 
range from good to murderous it 
is not hard to imagine how he 
was working. He struck out Lou 
Gehrig that day three times. Once 
he struck him out with two fast 
ones and a half-speed curve that 
caught Old Satch completely off 
his guard. Di Maggio hit a home 
run off Feller that day, but the 
young man took it in stride with- 
out showing the slightest fear and 
trembling. Feller fooled Red Ro'fe 
so smoothly with a curve that 
Red heaved his bat clear to the 
dugout, drawing a rebuke from 
the umpire. 


* * * 


Feller has shown singular wis- 


dom in his relations with the um- 
pires. He has had many chances 
to show the fans in some way 
that he thought the guesser had 
missed one. 
Pitchers have all 


sorts of ways to indicate that 
they are getting the worst of it, 
without squawking verbally. Sev- 
eral times Feller's catcher (Pyt- 
lak or Sullivan) has registered 
sorrow or doubt. But Feller, not 
once. And there have been a lot 
of close ones. 


He not only has the technical 


requirements of a great pitcher, 
but he has splendid habits and 
strong character. I hope he stays 
around a long time.

The village of Harrisburg in 


JFranklin county was endangered 
by a three-hour fire which destroy- 
ed a general store and garage 
$arly Wednesday. Loss was esti- 
mated at $20,000. 
Fire departments from Mt. Ster- 


ling- and Grove City were hamp- 
ered by lack of water. They pump- 
ed water from wells in order to 
save the rest of the town. 


The fire started in the Devoss 


general store and spread to a 
brick garage owned by A. H. 
Campbell. Thirty cases of shotgun 
shells stored in the general store 
exploded at intervals. Fire Chief 
Parry Wurm of Mt. Sterling said 
the flames were visible for 12 


- miles. 
The cause of the fire had not 


bcsn determined. 
Harrisburg is on the C. C. C. 


highway, just north of the Pick- 
away county line. 


:Gar DeVoss, owner of the store 


estimated loss at $10,000 to the 
building and ?5000 to the con- 
-tents. This is partly covered by 
insurance, he said. 


A. H. Campbell, owner of the j 
garage, estimated loss at between i 
$5000 and $7000 to his building and 
contents, including one antiquated ! 
automobile. 


Both buildings were located in 


the heart of the village in Harris- 
burg pike. The fact that the ga- 
rage and another 
structure of 


brick adjoining to the south, the 
Pythian temple, were of brick con- 
struction, prevented the blaze from 
spreading throughout the entire 
downtown area, residents said. 


The fire was discovered, It was 


reported, in the rear of the DeVoss 


, building by passing truck drivers 


and the alarm was spread by Mrs. 
N. B. Beavers, veteran telephone 
operator, 
who was

Villagers, armed with buckets,
